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Man accused of sex 


assault on schoolgirl 


Court hears 12-year-old was grabbed and dragged to remote area near garages

A COURT heard how a 12-year-old 
girl who was dragged near a gar¬ 
age and sexually assaulted 
screamed for help. 

Darren Sellen, 40, of Church 
Leys, Harlow, is accused of attack¬ 
ing and kidnapping the schoolgirl 
as she was walking through the 


Bush Fair area of Harlow on 
November 2 last year. 

The girl, who cannot be named 
for legal reasons, told police she 
was followed by a man who then 
assaulted her as she made her 
way home from school that after¬ 
noon. 

She claims the attack only 
stopped when a passersby heard 
her cry out for help. 


Sellen, who denies the charges 
against him, came before Chelms¬ 
ford Crown Court on Tuesday to 
be tried for three offences relating 
to the attack. 

Outlining the prosecution case, 
Richard Potts told the court: “The 
victim, then 12 now 13, was mak¬ 
ing her way home from school in 
the afternoon. She was travelling 
in the area of Bush Fair. 


“The victim went to the Post 
Office in the precinct there and 
came out and as she came out the 
Crown say the defendant emerged 
from the other side of the road, 
crossed over the pedestrian cross¬ 
ing and after a short delay fol¬ 
lowed her. 

“She was assaulted, we say by 
Mr Sellen, who dragged her into a 
fairly remote area of lock up gar¬ 


ages against some bushes. 

“She was pushed to the ground, 
grabbed from behind and (he) 
touched her bottom and he was 
inviting her to show him her bot¬ 
tom.” 

The victim, who says her 
attacker had his hand across her 
mouth and that her face was 
pushed to the ground, was able to 
call out to a family who were 


walking past, the court heard. 

Mr Potts continued: “The vic¬ 
tim saw them and called out: ‘Help 
he’s going to rape me.’ 

“The attacker got up and made 
off saying he knew her mother.” 

“There is no dispute that an 
attack took place, there is no dis¬ 
pute that she was assaulted, the 
dispute is on the identity of the 
person who did it.”

Forced to 
quit home 
after fire 
guts kitchen 

A HARLOW family were forced 
to move out of their home last 
week after a fire destroyed their 
kitchen. 

Firefighters were called at 
around 9pm to a flat in Church 
End on Thursday, July 19 and on 
arrival reported that the fire was 
in the kitchen. 

A chip pan of oil had caught 
alight before catching the 
surrounding cupboards - 
prompting the family of four to 
close the doors and quickly leave 
the home to wait for the fire 
service. 

Pictures taken at the time 
show at least two fire crews at 
the scene, with firefighters 
working until 9.55pm to 
extinguish the blaze and ensure 
the property was safe. 

Harlow fire station watch 
manager Stephen Harrison said: 
“The fire started after a pan of 
oil being used to cook chips 
caught alight and immediately 
spread to surrounding 
cupboards. 

“The family did exactly the 
right thing; as soon as the pan 
caught alight they ensured the 
internal doors were closed, got 
out of the property and called 
999. 

“Our crews worked quickly 
and effectively to extinguish the 
fire, and as the doors were closed 
the fire was contained to the 
kitchen. 

“Incidents like this highlight 
just how important it is to follow 
our cooking safety guidelines.” 

The kitchen was badly 
damaged by the fire and the flat 
left uninhabitable.

HARLOW’S ‘iconic’ paddling pools are 
to be replaced with splash parks over 
the next two years. 

On Thursday, July 19, Harlow Coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet agreed to fund the 
upgrade programme to the town’s five 
existing concrete paddling pools. 

The major overhaul will see the 
paddling pools in Bush Fair, Norman 
Booth in Old Harlow, Staple Tye, Sum¬ 
ners and Harlow Town Park replaced 
with splash parks. 

A splash park is suitable for chil¬ 
dren 12 years and under and runs on 
circulated water which is filtered and 
treated with chlorine to ensure that 
they are both clean and safe. They can 
also be switched on and off in line with 
the weather forecast. The town cur¬ 
rently has one very popular splash 
park situated in Potter Street. 

The new splash parks will be built in 
a staged replacement over the next two 
years and, once complete, open to pub¬ 
lic for more than just the six-week 
school holidays. This is due to a splash 
park having lower running costs and 
less maintenance in comparison to the 
existing paddling pools. 

The project has been made possible 
after the cabinet agreed to put aside 
£750,000 from an under spend in the 
budget for 2017/18 and will use other 
receipts it holds to fund the splash 
park initiative. It will be put out to 
competitive tender, with the project 
beginning after this year’s paddling 
pool season. 

The existing paddling pools are now 
open for the summer season and will 
be open seven days a week until 
Sunday, September 2. 

Portfolio Holder for Community 


and Wellbeing, Councillor Eugenie 
Harvey, said: “It’s no exaggeration to 
describe Harlow’s five paddling pools 
as ‘iconic’. 

“They’re one of the first things 
people mention when we ask them 
what they love about our town and we 
often hear of parents who played in 
them as small children bringing their 
own children to play in them today. 

“For this reason we’re very excited 
to announce this investment which 
will see the existing facilities 
upgraded to modern splash parks. 

“Not only will these new facilities 
offer an improved experience, they 
will be cheaper to run, safer to man¬ 
age, better for the environment and 
available for use for longer. 


“Splash Parks have proven to be 
extremely popular in other areas and 
we’re excited to offer our residents 
this experience on their own door¬ 
steps. 

“Every child will have the oppor¬ 
tunity to enjoy a wonderful summer 
holiday even if they do not leave Har¬ 
low; a day at the splash park will be 
completely free of charge. 

“Later this month we will announce 
our new health and well-being 
strategy through which we hope to get 
every resident out and about enjoying 
the fresh air and natural beauty of our 
town. 

“The splash parks, which are all 
located within playgrounds and park¬ 
land, will make a wonderful destin¬ 


ation for a family picnic or day long 
outing.” 

The project at the moment is in 
early planning stages, however it has 
been positively received so far. 

Councillor Mark Ingall, Leader of 
the Council, added: “We’ve been over¬ 
whelmed by the enthusiastic response 
to the announcement so far and we 
recognise there are a lot of ideas out in 
the community for this exciting new 
project. As we are at the early plan¬ 
ning stages we are able to look at them 
and consider if and how some of them 
might be incorporated into the final 
plan.”

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CHARITY WALK: Brain haemorrhage survivor tackles second fundraising event 


Defying doctors’ 
expectations to 
learn to walk again

A HARLOW man who has had to learn 
to walk and talk again after suffering a 
brain haemorrhage 11 years ago will 
complete a charity walk next month. 

While cycling to work as a newly- 
qualified solicitor more than a decade 
ago, 26-year-old David Chennells sus¬ 
tained a bleed on his brain causing him 
to collapse and black out in the middle 
of the road. A colleague found David and 
called his dad and his brother. 

David, now 37, said: “Bleeding 
covered 80 per cent of my brain and the 
doctor told my family it was unlikely 
that I would survive. 

“I received life-saving treatment from 
a brain surgeon at Queen’s Hospital in 
Romford which took almost ten hours. 

“I was put in an induced coma for two 
weeks while my friends and family 
waited anxiously for news.” 

Test results showed the cause of the 
bleed was a rare neurological condition 
called Arteriovenous Malformation 
(AVM) which sees a tangle of abnormal 
and poorly-formed blood vessels. 

The condition can occur anywhere in 
the body and is often present from birth, 
explained David. 

David continued: “The first weeks 
after I awoke are now a blurry 
memory. 

“I was confined to bed, unable to 
either move or eat. 

“I suffered a horrible infection and 
became very thin. 

“Carers performed simple tasks such 
as dressing and washing me - which I 
found incredibly frustrating. 

“Eventually with determination in 
my physiotherapy sessions, I was able to 
stand up and balance on two feet 
again.” 

After eight months in hospital, David 
took his first step and months later was 
allowed home where he moved into his 
own flat. 

For the past eight years David has 
been using a muscle stimulator which 
stimulates his leg with an electric

shock, which although he says hurts 
has given him the freedom to walk 
again. 

Over the past decade David has also 
been learning to read and write again, 
as well as receiving speech therapy and 
being taught personal skills in prepar¬ 
ation for living on his own. 

“I was finally allowed home and with¬ 
in a year that brought many challenges, 
I moved into my own flat,” said David. 

“I loved having independence again, 
despite needing a carer to help me in the 
shower. 

“I had to attend an adult learning 
centre to improve my literacy where I 
am now a volunteer. 

“I also use my skills as a solicitor to 
help others in the community by volun¬ 
teering at Citizens Advice. 

“Going to the gym and having physio¬ 
therapy sessions help me to get stronger 
and continue to make progress towards 
my goals.” 

Last year, on the tenth anniversary 
since his AVM, David walked a mile 
around Harlow town centre with his 
family and friends - both starting and 


finishing in The Water 
Gardens. 

Not only did he show the 
incredible progress he has 
made but raised £4,000 for the 
Brain & Spine Foundation - a 
charity that for the past 27 
years has been helping others 
affected by neurological condi¬ 
tions by providing support, guid¬ 
ance and advice. 

David is set to complete the walk 
again on Saturday, August 11, and is 
training at the gym around three times 
a week. 

He has plans to make it an annual 
walk and hopes that as many people as 
possible can join him. 

He added: “With determination and 
positivity I have defied doctors’ expect¬ 
ations. I learned to walk again and am 
committed to living a full life, taking an 
active role in the community, as well as 
challenging myself to do more. 

“I remain optimistic and believe that 
my story will inspire others in a similar 
position not to give up but to be the best 
they can be.”

PLANS to demolish an existing 
Harlow medical centre to make 
way for apartments have been 
submitted. 

Proposals are to knock down 
Lister House in Staple Tye to 
build 46 residential apartments 
with private communal gardens 
and associated undercroft park¬ 
ing. 

The proposed five-storey build¬ 
ing has been designed in accord¬ 
ance with the Essex Design Guide 
and would consist of 22 one-bed¬ 
room apartments for up to two 
people, nine two-bedroom apart¬ 
ments for three people and 15 two- 
bedroom apartments for up to 
four people. 

The building, which is aimed to 
compliment its neighbouring 
buildings, would be positioned 
towards the north-east corner of 
the site so that the lower level can 
be used for parking. A communal 


podium is also part of plans, with 
hopes that it will bring the com¬ 
munity together. 

At least 30 per cent of the flats 
will be affordable, in order for the 
council to help provide as many 
affordable homes for local people 
on the Harlow housing needs 
register. Harlow Council first 
unveiled plans for the Perry Road 
development at the start of May 
and asked for resident feedback 
prior to the application being sub¬ 
mitted. 

It has been made possible as the 
medical centre moves to a new 
site situated on Abercrombie Way 
in September 2018. 

During the consultation period, 
Essex County Council Urban 
Designers deemed the overall 
height of the building acceptable, 
although advised that 3D visuals 
were produced to justify the devel¬ 
opment within the wider context 
and street scene. 

They also favoured the site as a 
whole, saying it would benefit 


“the wider regeneration of the 
local area” and said the suggested 
materials were supported. 

Similarly written feedback, 
particularly from an exhibition 
held at St James’ with St Luke’s 
Church, which is opposite the pro¬ 
posed site, had been “unanimous 


in their support”. 

Positive comments made were 
in relation to the plans’ “soph¬ 
isticated” and “modern” look. 

Concerns however have 
included the removal of trees, the 
number of parking spaces alloc¬ 
ated to each apartment and how 


the development will impact on 
the surrounding roads. 

These concerns are said to have 
been addressed as proposals 
develop, as well as taking feed¬ 
back from consultations at Har¬ 
low Council and comments made 
on social media. 


The scheme by Kyle Smart 
Associates, submitted on behalf of 
Harlow Council, concludes: “We 
believe that the proposed devel¬ 
opment will be a welcome addi¬ 
tion to Harlow.”

Falling customer numbers 
blamed for bank’s closure

A HARLOW bank is to close this 
autumn due to declining custom¬ 
er numbers. 

The decision to close Lloyds 
TSB in Tye Green, Bush Fair, 
comes after a closing branch 
review revealed that people are 
opting to bank using alternative 
methods - including online. 

Factors taken into account 
when deciding whether to close a 
branch include how customers 
use the branch, opening hours, 
cash machine transactions and 
public transport availability and 
frequency. 

Quieter 

Statistics from the review show 
that in comparison to last year, 
the counters at the Tye Green 
branch are 12 per cent quieter, 
with just 27 customers using the 
branch on a regular weekly 
basis. 

Similarly, a total of 481 of cus¬ 
tomers use the branch on a reg¬ 
ular monthly basis. 

There are also 56 per cent fewer 
personal customers and 44 per 
cent fewer business customers 



using this particular branch, 
compared to a typical Lloyds 
Bank branch. 

The branch will close on Octo¬ 
ber 16, 2018. 

A statement from Lloyds TSB 


said: “Following a careful review, 
Tye Green Harlow branch will 
close on October 16, 2018. 

“We have made the difficult 
decision to close this branch due 
to customers using it less often. 


“In addition, the majority of 
customers are also using altern¬ 
ative ways to bank and we have 
another branch close by.” 

The next nearest and most used 
alternative branch is in the town 


centre at 25 East Gate, Harlow. 

The closure of Lloyds TSB will 
leave another vacant site in the 
Bush Fair area. 

Earlier this month Andersons 
Bakers closed with a note on the 


door reading: “Dear customers, it 
is with regret that we have closed 
our doors for the last time.

Where reputation matters 
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Increasing numbers of youngsters are being forgotten by the education system 

MP concerned at problem of 
pupils excluded from school

AN ESSEX MP has slammed the 
education system which he says is 
leaving “ever increasing” num¬ 
bers of pupils who are excluded 
from schools in England being 
abandoned to a forgotten part of 
the education system. 

A report from the House of 
Commons Education Select Com¬ 
mittee, that Harlow MP Robert 
Halfon is chairman of, says there 
is an over-exclusion of pupils and 
an ‘alarming’ increase in ‘hidden 
exclusions’ where children are 
internally isolated, or informally 
excluded. 

The committee is now recom¬ 
mending a series of measures that 
can act as a ‘Bill of Rights’ for 
pupils. It comes after figures pub¬ 
lished by the DfE last week 
revealed 38 Essex primary school 
pupils were permanently 
excluded while 67 were perman¬ 
ently excluded from secondary 
school as of January 2016. 

Separately, 4.1 per cent of 
youngsters, equating to 3,470 
pupils in Essex secondary 
schools, have been excluded more 
than once, while 0.63 per cent or 
752 children have been excluded 


more than once from primary 
school. A total of 6,360 secondary 
school pupils have been excluded 
once, while 1,666 primary school 
pupils have been excluded once. 

The Education Committee 
report is now recommending a 
series of measures that can act as 
a ‘Bill of Rights’ for pupils and 
their parents to help combat the 
existing lack of information and 
rights which currently act as “an 
obstacle to social justice and the 
educational ladder of opportun¬ 
ity”. 

Accountability 

The report finds there is a “lack 
of moral accountability” on the 
part of many schools with no 
incentive to, or deterrent to not, 
retain pupils who could be classed 
as difficult or challenging. 

Mr Halfon said: “Today, we face 
the scandal of ever-increasing 
numbers of children being 
excluded and being left aban¬ 
doned to a forgotten part of our 
education system which too often 
fails to deliver good outcomes for 
these young people. 

“As a committee we are ded¬ 
icated to social justice, to helping 
young people climb the ladder of 
opportunity. The young people 


who are excluded are the forgot¬ 
ten children. Many already face a 
host of challenges, with children 
in care, children in need, children 
with SEND and children in 
poverty being far more likely to 
end up in alternative provision 
(AP). 

“They deserve the best possible 
support but often they don’t get 
the education that they need to 
thrive. 

“Parents and pupils face a sys¬ 
tem which isn’t designed for their 
needs, too often being left to a 
Wild West of exclusions with too 
many pupils in AP who shouldn’t 
be there, and those who are there 
not receiving the right support or 
the early intervention needed to 
make a difference to their lives. 

“We need a Bill of Rights for 
parents and pupils who access 
alternative provision and they 
deserve someone in their corner 
to be their champion during the 
often-difficult process of trying to 
get the best possible support. 

“We need much better provi¬ 
sion, with teachers being encour¬ 
aged to work in AP, and we need to 
strip away some of the stigma by 
renaming PRUs and genuinely 
seeing them as places for edu¬ 
cation, learning and support. 


“During our inquiry, we heard 
about outstanding provision and 
dedicated staff, and from pupils 
who are thriving in their altern¬ 
ative settings. 

“However, as a committee we 
are concerned that this is too vari¬ 
able - all pupils should be able to 
experience high quality provision 
that meets their needs and right to 
an education. 

“From the range of evidence we 
heard in our inquiry, it’s clear 
that reform is necessary to make 
sure that schools are accountable 
for these children. 

Penalised 

“Schools which do seek to do 
the most for these children 
shouldn’t be penalised by an 
accountability system which acts 
as a disincentive to efforts which 
could have a transformative 
impact on young people’s lives. 

“Children in alternative pro¬ 
vision are the forgotten children 
and we hope that this report 
shines a light on this part of our 
education system. 

“This provision has been for¬ 
gotten by Governments of all 
stripes for far too long. We look 
forward to the results of Edward 
Timpson’s review.”

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Persistence of noise complainer leads to airfield event being cancelled after 25 years 


Drag races axed 
... because one 
person objected

A DRAG racing event has been 
cancelled after 25 years due to 
complaints from just one person. 

North Weald Motorsport Drag 
Race has been stopped after 
Epping Forest District Council 
(EFDC) refused to issue a license 
for the event to run after com¬ 
plaints about the noise. 

EFDC said that there has been 
numerous complaints about the 
event on the airfield, yet organ¬ 
iser and owner of Maitland 
Racing Tony Huck said the mul¬ 
tiple complaints are from one per¬ 
son - a Freedom of Information 
request confirmed this. 

The complaint is said to have 
been first received in May 2016 - 
prompting an environmental 
health officer to ask for certain 
vehicles to stop running. 

Mr Huck said: “I asked him to 
come to the airfield while we were 
running an event and we could 
stand side by side and pick out the 
vehicles that were a problem. 

“I don’t think it’s an issue of 
just saying a particular type of 
vehicle has to stop. 

“You get very noisy slow 
vehicles and very quiet fast ones, 
although his attitude was it is all 


the fast ones that must be making 
all the noise.” 

However, Mr Huck said that 
while the officer visited the com¬ 
plainant’s garden, he didn’t visit 
the airfield while an event was 
running. 

In a bid to solve the problem, 
organisers moved the return road 
and have since marshalled the 
event “heavily” to ensure that 
things are slowed down as cars 
here are closest to the alleged 
complainant’s garden. 

Noise 

Since receiving the complaint, 
organisers have also monitored 
the noise themselves. 

Mr Huck said that at the 
request of the environmental 
health officer who works for 
EFDC, another officer agreed 
with organisers that making 
amendments to the return road 
should solve the problem. 

Yet in 2017 they were limited to 
three events a year in comparison 
with the usual five - despite 
believing that they had achieved a 
sensible noise reduction. 

A statutory nuisance was 
issued after it had been decided 
that the event was still too loud. 

Drag racing at the airfield is 
affiliated to a body called Inde¬ 


pendent Organisation of Profes¬ 
sional Drivers (IOPD) - which 
authorises events. Mr Huck said 
the IOPD chairman had con¬ 
firmed that the event operated 
within its regulations. 

Mr Huck claimed that the envir¬ 
onmental health officer “had 
never seen these”. 

“He said ‘no no no, you’re still 
too noisy’.” 

A letter was then received from 
EFDC saying no more dates could 
be set for events due to the estab¬ 
lished statutory nuisance. 

However, Mr Huck and the team 
argue that there isn’t an estab¬ 
lished statutory nuisance because 
the test was not done in line with 
national regulations. This is 
because they believe that the 
noise was measured in the com¬ 
plainant’s garden as opposed to 
outside. 

“The government guidelines 
say you measure the noise inside 
the complainant’s premises,” said 
Mr Huck. “So in our opinion he 
has no evidence because he hasn’t 
followed the regulations. He’s 
made his own regulations up.” 

Subsequently, a petition was set 
up by Craig Wright, which has 
almost 7,500 signatures in support 
of the event. 

Mr Huck would like to sit down

with EFDC to negotiate an accept¬ 
able set of regulation to run to - 
saying that other organisations 
on the airfield have had more 
complaints yet are still running. 

He said: “All the other organ¬ 
isations on the airfield either run 
to their governing body regula¬ 
tions or they have a negotiated 
deal that they’ve negotiated with 
the council - but they are refusing 
to negotiate with us and I believe 
they know they’re wrong.” 

The petition and correspond¬ 
ence will be presented to cabinet 
members and the next step, organ¬ 
isers say, is a judicial review to 
challenge the decision. 

“We certainly seem to have con¬ 
siderable support locally,” he 
added. “They’re not just petrol- 
heads. I speak to people at other 
events and they’ve said ‘we’ve 
always gone there, we take the 
kids there’.” 

However, EFDC says that 


although it is a shame the event 
can no longer continue it has to 
lead by example. 

A spokeswoman from EFDC 
said: “We have taken a decision 
not to grant a licence for the drag 
racing this year due to concerns 
about noise nuisance. 

“Epping Forest District Council 
owns and operates North Weald 
Airfield as well as being respons¬ 
ible for statutory noise regulation 
and control. 

“We have had a long association 
with drag racing and have intro¬ 
duced a number of measures to 
mitigate noise nuisance. 
However, these have not proved to 
be entirely successful and under 
the circumstances we have taken 
the decision in accordance with 
our statutory responsibilities. 

“Unfortunately that means we 
have to call time on these events. 

“We have received a number of 
complaints about the noise. 


“As the licensing authority we 
have to lead by example. 

“We cannot continue to do 
something we would not allow 
others to do and that sadly means 
an end to the drag racing events. 

“That does not mean we are 
closing our doors to other events. 

“To be specific - North Weald 
Airfield is set to continue as an 
airfield. We have no intention to 
dispose or redevelop it. 

“There is some modest poten¬ 
tial for development in the Local 
Plan but only at the periphery. 

“The council has repeatedly re¬ 
committed itself to retaining avi¬ 
ation at the airfield which neces¬ 
sarily means retaining the 
runways on which the drag cars 
raced. It is a shame they cannot 
continue but our hands are tied.”

Girl, 12, screamed for help 
before sex attack, trial hears 


A12-YE AR-OLD girl who was dragged near 
a garage and sexually assaulted screamed 
out “help he’s going to rape me”, a court 
heard. 

Darren Sellen, 40, of Church Leys, Har¬ 
low, is accused of attacking and kidnapping 
the schoolgirl as she was walking through 
the Bush Fair area of Harlow on November 
2 last year. 

The girl, who cannot be named for legal 
reasons, told police she was followed by a 
man who then assaulted her as she made 
her way home from school that afternoon. 

She claims the attack only stopped when 
passers-by heard her cry out for help. 

On Tuesday, Sellen, who denies the 
charges against him, came before Chelms¬ 
ford Crown Court to be tried for three 
offences relating to the attack. 

Outlining the prosecution case, Richard 
Potts told the court: “The victim went to 
the post office in the precinct there [Bush 
Fair] and as she came out the crown say the 
defendant emerged from the other side of 
the road, crossed over the pedestrian cross¬ 
ing and, after a short delay, followed her. 

“She was assaulted, we say by Mr Sellen, 
who dragged her into a fairly remote area 
of lock-up garages against some bushes. 
She was pushed to the ground, grabbed 
from behind and [he] touched her bottom 
and he was inviting her to show him her 
bottom.” 

The victim, who says her attacker had 
his hand across her mouth and that her 
face was pushed to the ground, was able to 
call out to a family who were walking 
past. 

Mr Potts continued: “The victim saw 
them and called out: ‘Help he’s going to 


rape me’. The attacker got up and made off, 
saying he knew her mother.” 

“There is no dispute that an attack took 
place, there is no dispute that she was 
assaulted, the dispute is on the identity of 
the person who did it.” 

The intervening couple, who were with 
their three children at the time, gave a 
detailed description of the attacker to 
police, including how he smelt. 

In the victim’s interview, she said 
although she did not get a good look at her 
attacker because he grabbed her from 
behind, he smelt of cigarettes - something 
the couple also noted. 

Identification 

Both witnesses picked out Sellen fol¬ 
lowing a formal identification parade. 

Police obtained CCTV footage from the 
precinct and proceeded to arrest Sellen at 
his parents’ home address - just a short 
distance away from Bush Fair. 

Officers also carried out house-to-house 
enquiries in the area, which led to two 
residents claiming they saw a man running 
from the direction of the precinct. 

CCTV footage also showed the man run¬ 
ning from one of the houses. 

One of the residents described him as 
having “gingery hair” and said that he 
seemed out of breath before he ran into and 
then out of a cul-de-sac. 

“His parents were present when he was 
arrested and confirmed he had been sleep¬ 
ing in an empty garage owned by his 
father,” said Mr Potts. 

“They themselves had been out the pre¬ 
vious day in Hertford but had returned 
home early to mid-afternoon and the 


defendant had come to their home. He went 
for a shower and a shave, he had arrived 
with two or three days of stubble. She 
thought it was unusual that he went for a 
shower as he already had one. He changed 
all of his clothes apart from his jeans and 
trainers.” 

The defendant was interviewed on 
November 4 and shown the CCTV footage. 

Although Sellen said it looked like him, 
he denied he was the person filmed. 

He told officers he went to Bush Fair on 
November 2, had bought beer, which he 
drunk in a park, and met his friend John 
before returning to his parents’ address, 
where he stayed for the rest of the day. 

A video statement of the victim taken on 
November 2 at 5.53pm was also played out 
in court. The victim told the interviewing 
officer: “He put his hand on my eyes and 
my mouth and I said: ‘I can’t see, I can’t see’ 
and he took his hand off my eyes. 

“I screamed, he said ‘don’t scream’, but I 
carried on screaming and he said ‘don’t 
scream or I’ll hurt you’. 

“He was trying to get me to go near the 
garages. I said: ‘What are you going to 
do?’ 

“He said: ‘I just want to see your knick¬ 
ers,’ and I said no. 

“He was grabbing my bum, he said I had 
a nice bum and I said: ‘I don’t want to show 
you that, I don’t want that’. 

“At that point I was so scared I didn’t 
know what he was going to do. Then I saw a 
couple and I screamed: ‘Help he’s going to 
rape me’, and he said: ‘I know you, I know 
your mum’, then he started to walk off 
slowly and then very fast.” 

The trial continues.

is diluting the fact that 
crimes are being committed 
i.e. public order offence and 
an assault. Nearby there 
were children with parents 
and older shoppers in Broad 
Walk who could hear and see 
this disturbance who may 
think twice about walking in 
that direction in the future. 

Whilst Harlow Council is 
working to regenerate the 
Market Square and has a 
good Community Safety 
Team who have civil orders 
at their disposal to issue 
penalty notices when 
required, until Police Officers 
are back on the streets with 
powers of arrest sadly these 
crimes will continue. A 
review of Essex Police Crime 
Map shows an increase in 
crimes over recent months 
in this area of the Town 
Centre however these only 
account for reported crimes; 
often when crimes relate to 
drug debts for example 
victims are reluctant to 
report the crime. 

On January 25 the 
Independent reported Police 
Officers hit historic low with 
reported crime increasing by 
14%. The Shadow Policing 
Minister Louise Haigh states 
'These shocking figures 
reveal the Tories have lost 
control in their fight against 
crime’. This, coupled with 
the dismantling of the 
Probation Service which has 
been recently described ‘as a 
mess’ by Bob Neal 
Conservative MP and Chair 
of Justice Committee and 
our broken justice system 
overall this is of grave 
concern. 

It is important that 
residents of Harlow as well 
as visitors to our town feel 
safe, it is not just about the 
perception of crime, these 
are unreported crimes. 

Whilst Harlow Council play

Bring halt to new 
hotel proposals 


COULD anybody on the 
Harlow planning committee 
give me some reasons as to 
why permission was granted 
for the construction of a 
Hotel so close to Church 
Langley primary school? 
Although the decision was 
made a few weeks ago, i am 
still trying to fathom the 
logic that went into granting 
such permission. 

Over 300 objections were 
made during the planning 
process. 300 objections that 
seem to have been dismissed 
out of hand with no real 
thought given to these 
objections. 

They ranged from local 
objections to the 
infrastructure to the local 
area to other issues such as 
the security of the children 
that attend Church Langley 
primary school. It is this 
objection that I cannot 
understand. 

Not one person from either 
the committee or Whitbred 
PLC, the company that owns 
the hotel chain that want to 
build on there, can 
guarantee the safety of these 
children from the moment 
construction has started to 
when the hotel itself starts 
trading and Harlow police 
seem to be more concerned 
about parking areas than 
ensuring what safe guards 
will be in place to reassure 
parents that, when the hotel 
starts trading, children will 
be safe. The police response 
to the question of child 
safety was “Their objections 
had been overcome” and the 
response to the issue of 
“unsavoury characters” that 
might use the site was 
“There is no evidence to 
support this”. Would the lack 
of evidence be down to their 
never being a hotel their 
before? 

Councillor Jean Clark has 
dismissed this main issue by 
accepting the police advice 
and patronisingly rubbishing 
the concerns of parents “The 
police found that it is rather 
a question of perception 
rather than evidence”. I 
remember that similar things 
were said over at the BBC 
not so long ago. 

Councillor Maggie 
Hulcoop agreed saying: “I 
think it’s a really insulting 
thing to say for a reasonably 
good hotel” before making 
what sounded more like a 
quick plug for the hotel than 
a reason for her decision 
“It’s reasonably priced and 
people who stay there are 
most likely to be business 
people.”... And what, all 
business people are 
reputable? 

I am not against the 
building of the hotel but I 
am against the siting of it. 
When you consider the 
regeneration that is 
happening in that area of 
Harlow, why hasn’t an 
alternative site been 
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proposed in one of them 
areas? Why can’t a hotel be 
incorporated into the 
designs for these sites when, 
it would seem, most of those 
that will be using this hotel 
will be from there? why does 
it have to be built 10 meters 
away from the boundary of a 
primary school? 

It only takes one incident 
to occur involving a child to 
be too much. 

Our children’s security and 
safety takes priority over the 
needs and convenience of a 
company mainly considering 
its profits and its 
shareholders. 

A halt needs to be brought 
to this development, so that 
parents concerns can be 
properly addressed and 
consultations made into its 
potential re-siting in a more 
suitable area than the one it 
has been given permission to 
redevelop.

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THE hot weather has been 
with us for several weeks 
now which makes it an 
appropriate time to remind 
people to make sure that 
doors and windows are 
locked even if you only leave 
your home for only a short 
period of time. 

For those of you with 
UPVC style front doors 
please make sure these are 
double locked especially of a 
night time, we have had a 
few burglaries recently where 
these types of doors have 
been popped open because 


they have not been double 
locked. 

Burglary can be a really 
upsetting crime which can 
affect people for some time 
afterwards, taking 
precautions no matter how 
small can prevent you from 
being a victim of such crime. 

Antisocial behaviour 
continues to be a subject 
affecting people’s quality of 
life and I would urge people 
to report incidents, often I’m 
asked what police are doing 
regarding a particular 
problem and when checked 


nothing has actually been 
reported to us. 

During one month alone 
365 incidents were reported 
in the Toddbrook Ward of 
which only 1 lper cent 
related to anti-social 
behaviour, we will target 
those areas affected but we 
need the public’s assistance 
in reporting matters. I know 
how much people value the 
sight of a police officer 
walking the streets and will 
do what I can to increase 
this in Harlow. Recently 
there have been a number of 


arrests in relation to anti¬ 
social behaviour in the town 
centre, some of which relate 
to historic incidents where 
we have been able to identify 
people via the town centre 
CCTV 

Unlike some areas in the 
country there were no 
significant football related 
issues during the world cup, 
we were able to provide 
additional patrols to keep an 
eye on the town centre and 
other licensed premises in 
Harlow but thankfully there 
were no major issues and 


most people appeared to 
enjoy the football. 

Officers were deployed on 
foot, on mountain bikes and 
in vehicles, during one of the 
matches three persons were 
arrested in the Town, one 
was wanted on warrant and 
two were found with a 
vehicle containing a large 
amount of counterfeit/illegal 
cigarettes which were seized, 
this investigation has been 
passed over to the trading 
standards to deal with.

'Let's take market 
for cannabis out 
of the hands of 
criminal fraternity' 

THE BIG QUESTION: 

Should the use of cannaibis as a recreational 
and medicinal drug be legalised in the UK? 


UKIP 


YES, currently the UK legal 
system considers cannabis as 
a Class B, Schedule 1 drug 
meaning the government 
considers it dangerous, 
addictive, and to have no 
medical applications. All 
three of these points have 
been widely discredited 
thanks to the legalisation of 
cannabis for medical and 
recreational use in the 
United States and elsewhere. 

The UK is the world’s 
largest exporter of cannabis. 
Large corporations are 
allowed to grow and 
distribute cannabis for 
medical purposes around the 
globe. The current situation 
is hypocritical, either the UK 
government is intentionally 
withholding medicine from 
UK citizens or they are 
allowing corporations to sell 
a dangerous drug to other 
countries. Cannabis has 
been proven to have 
considerable medical 
properties, normally, 
individuals who smoke 
cannabis do not go on to use 


harder drugs when cannabis 
remains available. In the 
United States the number of 
young people using cannabis 
is lower now as it’s no longer 
profitable to push the drug 
on younger users. 
Legalisation of cannabis will 
result in an economic boom, 
the Treasury estimates 
between £l-3.5billion. 

It will cut off a major 
source of funding for 
criminal gangs and allow 
illegal growers and 
distributers to transition into 
legitimate jobs. 
Decriminalising medical 
patients and reduces the 
burden on the NHS. 

The main argument 
against the legalisation of 
cannabis has been that it can 
cause serious health 
problems. This argument is 
increasingly being proven 
wrong for two main reasons: 
Lirstly, users who suffer 
serious mental health issues 
such as psychosis are 
normally predisposed to the 
condition prior to using

cannabis and are likely only 
self-medicating with 
cannabis. In other words, it’s 
not the cannabis causing the 
mental health issues, it’s 
exacerbating an underlying 
condition, the drug is 
considerably safer than 
almost all other drugs legally 
allowed to be consumed in 
the UK; including of course 
alcohol and tobacco.

GREEN PARTY 


THE Green party would 
definitely back the 
legalisation of cannabis use. 

We believe use of this drug 
is more of a health than a 
criminal issue - and we 
would ensure that resources 
are targeted at supporting, 
not punishing, drug users. 
Prohibition has not been 
effective and may have even 
lead to making drug taking 
seem glamorous, and enable 
the criminal underworld to 
make vast amounts of 
money from the supply of 
the drug. 

The police have not 
enough time and resources 
to pursue this matter, as 
about 7% of the working age 
population are believed to 
regularly use cannabis. 

In addition overhauling 
this law would help to curb 
the number of inmates in 
overcrowded prisons. 

Drug related offences 
account for about 15% of 
prisoners. 


If people are sent to jail, 
then then can progress onto 
taking more dangerous types 
of drugs. 

At the moment - illegal 
cannabis is not subject to 
any safety checks and can be 
badly contaminated or too 
concentrated. 

Legalising and regulating 
cannabis use would mean 
that we have a system that 
reduces harms and brings 
the market under state 
control as a potential tax 
revenue generator. 

It would also take the 
market out of criminal hands 
and put it into the hands of 
doctors, pharmacists and 
licensed outlets - and we 
would obviously need to 
ensure that cannabis 
supplied was not 
contaminated or too strong. 

We need a new drug policy 
that improves health and 
safety for vulnerable people. 
This health provision could 
be funded by taxation on

sales and saving on a lot of 
unnecessary court cases. 

The headline cases where 
prescribing of the drug has 
been denied to treat serious 
medical conditions seems 
really harsh and should be 
halted, as long as medical 
approval has been given in 
individual cases. 


LABOUR 


I HAVE some real 
reservations about legalising 
cannabis for recreational 
uses. In part I am concerned 
about the long term damage 
that excessive use of 
cannabis can have. I 
appreciate that you could 
say the same thing about 
alcohol and other forms of 
legal drugs but I do not think 
that adding another 
addictive substance to the 
list of those readily available 
would be a good thing. 
However, this is just my 


personal opinion and I 
would welcome further cross 
party discussion on this. 

Saying that I am fully 
behind plans to allow it to be 
used for medicinal purposes, 
as long as the supply is 
properly regulated by NHS 
providers. The high profile 
case of Hannah Deacon, who 
was refused permission to 
give her son cannabis oil to 
alleviate the amount of 
epileptic fits he has, clearly 
shows there is public 
support for this. 


In reality however, we have 
already seen the 
decriminalisation of 
cannabis. In most 
communities cannabis is 
used freely and without fear 
of prosecution. This is 
because cuts have led to a 
real lack of community 
policing. Which begs the 
question should we fully 
legalise and get the tax 
revenue from it? I am yet to 
be convinced but as I say 
would welcome the 
discussion.

Tailored PE lessons 
helping students with 
special needs to thrive 


CHILDREN with special 
educational needs and 
disabilities (SEND) are 
enjoying a full physical 
education programme in 
Harlow. 

Pupils from the town’s 
BMAT primary schools - 
Cooks Spinney, Freshwaters 
and Little Parndon - who 
historically may have sat out 
of PE lessons are now 
thriving in their own tailored 
sessions. 

Those with physical 
disabilities as well as pupils 
with developmental delays 
and conditions such as 
autism and ADHD take part 
in weekly classes with 
specialist sport teachers at 
partner school, Burnt Mill 
Academy. Phil Dawes, BMAT 
director of PE and sport, has 
a team of PE apprentices 
working within the 
primaries, as well as students 
from Burnt Mill who are 
trained as Sport Leaders to 
assist with the sessions. 

He said: “All pupils with 
special educational needs 
and disabilities from our 
primaries are invited to 
come and take part in PE 
lessons at Burnt Mill. While 
some take part in PE in their 
own schools, this gives them 
access to more facilities at 
the secondary school. 

“Some of the pupils who 
take part have physical 
difficulties, while others have 
emotional or behavioural 


problems. We have pupils 
who are wheelchair users 
and others with dwarfism; so 
the class is full of a wide 
range of children with 
varying needs.” 

A carousel of activities is 
set out and the sessions are, 
to a degree, led by the pupils 
and what they want to 
tackle. 

Over time, changes are 
being noticed in attitude, 
confidence, behaviour and 
ability, which is having a 
positive knock-on effect in 
other areas of the pupils’ 
lives. The sessions are 
equipping young SEND 
learners with the skills to 
take part inclusively in 
school once their confidence 
has been built through sport. 

Mr Dawes, who has had 
training with his team on 
teaching children with 
SEND, said: “One pupil with 
autism took three weeks to 
step inside the sports hall; he 
waited outside with his 
teaching assistant until he 
became more comfortable 
with the environment. On 
the third week, he came in 
for 15 minutes and now he is 
starting to take part in the 
activities. We have to go with 
the pupils a little bit. It can’t 
be three minutes on one 
activity and then move on. 
We have visual aids on the 
wall, so children do know 
what we are doing when, 
such as snack time or 


packing up. It’s about 
inclusion and this way they 
have access to the facilities 
and help they need.” 

As a result of this work, 
Burnt Mill Sports Leaders 
have been called upon to 
supervise at county events, 
such as boccia and 
swimming events for 
students with SEND. 

Mr Dawes said: “We are 
picking up a reputation for 
working with students with 
SEND and so these 
opportunities are starting to 
come our way. It is giving 
our Sports Leaders a career 
pathway. One of our PE 
apprentices was a Sports 
Leader at Burnt Mill and is 
now working towards a 
degree and teacher training. 
We are showing students 
there is a pathway into 
careers in PE and sport that 
our leaders can move into. 

“It is also breaking down 
barriers. When I was 
younger, schools were not so 
inclusive, but our students 
know how to work together; 
it’s lovely to see them 
support each other.” 

Year 11 Sports Leader 
Kieran Biles has a new 
ambition since taking on his 
role: “I’ve wanted to be a PE 
teacher ever since these 
sessions. I am learning how 
to help people and teaching 
them new skills.” 

Freshwaters Primary 
Academy teaching assistant 


Kara Coley has seen the 
impact the addition of a PE 
apprentice has had at the 
primary school. 

She said: “Some of these 
children would often sit out 
of PE; they were too shy to 
take part or did not want to 
join in. Since we have had 
BMAT specialists in school, 
they have been bringing the 
pupils out of themselves. 

The lessons are more 
modern, so they’ll play Just 
Dance on the games console, 
for example. These are 
activities they know and are 
comfortable with, but they 
are still getting active. It is 
integrating them and making 
the connection between 
home and school.” 

Mrs Coley works one to 
one with a Year 5 pupil with 
autism. She said: “In lessons, 
he finds it hard to be a part 
of a class and having a whole 
lesson on one thing. At the 
Burnt Mill sessions, there are 
lots of small activities going 
on and he can move on and 
try something different. 

“He is a big success story 
for us. When he joined us 18 
months ago, he didn’t 
understand the structure of 
school and would run 
around. Now, he sits in 
lessons, reads, writes and 
takes part. In PE, he used to 
just wander off. Now, he 
looks forward to coming to 
Burnt Mill.” 

For one Year 3 pupil from

Cooks Spinney Primary 
Academy, PE lessons were 
not an option in the past. 

But, his one to one 
teaching assistant, Tracy 
Taylor, is working with the 
PE specialists to ensure he 
gets active and takes part. 

She said: “At first, he hated 
PE. Now, he wears ear 
defenders and we come in 
for ten minutes at a time and 
then have a break. Every 
week, I get his PE kit out, but 
he isn’t comfortable with 
getting changed into it. 

Three weeks ago, I managed 
to get him to put his shorts 
on. This group is great; it’s 
amazing. It’s helping him 
with his social skills and 
being in a new environment 
with people he doesn’t 
know. It’s such a major step 
for him. He has come on in 
leaps and bounds.” 

For pupils from Little 
Parndon Primary Academy, 
the PE sessions are helping 
to build social skills. 

One to one teaching 
assistant Jodie Richards said 
pupils from the school take 
part in mainstream PE 
lessons, but are learning 
wider skills at Burnt Mill. 

She said: “This is an 
opportunity for our pupils to 
interact with other children 
on their own. The Year 4 


pupil I work with has grown 
in confidence massively. He 
struggles with instigating 
friendships, but here he is 
quite relaxed and is asking to 
join in without being with 
me the whole time. He 
doesn’t do that at school, but 
I’m hoping this is going to 
encourage him to do it now. 

“As soon as we get to 
Burnt Mill, he’s off. It’s 
giving them that freedom to 
be independent, but with the 
knowledge we are here. He is 
now confident enough to 
play with other children; it 
has been wonderful to see 
that. 

“The PE sessions have also 
helped with his motor skills 
and balance; it has all come 
along since these sessions.” 

Jamie Pickett’s mum 
Kirsten said: “The extra PE 
sessions at Burnt Mill have 
helped my son so much. Due 
to autism and dyspraxia, my 
son struggled with running, 
jumping, throwing and 
general gross motor skills. 
Since doing the extra PE 
sessions, his gross motor 
skills have improved 
immensely and he has found 
a love for basketball, which 
he is incredibly good at. 

“We are both so grateful 
for the help he has received 
and continues to receive.”

Careers in engineering 
or astronomy may well 
STEM from new school 



THE first cohort of students 
set to attend a specialist 
STEM school have had a 
taste of their unique future. 

The group of 50 students 
who will join Year 10 of the 
new BMAT STEM Academy 
from September took part in 
an induction day. 

The school, in Harlow, is 
working closely with local 
employer partners to carve 
out a curriculum which will 
help to fill the major skills 
gap in the area. 

Students looking to pursue 
careers in the areas of 
science, technology, 
engineering and maths 
(STEM) have been attracted 
to the school as it offers the 
latest technology, high-end 
facilities and expertise in 
those industries. 

New subjects students at 
the school will be able to 
study include GCSEs in 
engineering, astronomy, 
statistics, computer science 
and 3D design. 

With securing skilled jobs 
for its young people the 
ultimate aim, the school 


operates like the workplace - 
with traditional school 
uniform replaced with office 
wear and detentions 
swapped for HR meetings 
with the head to discuss 
conduct. 

Enrichment lessons will 
form the last hour of every 
day, up to 4pm, to help to 
develop students’ personal 
skills and attributes, as 
outlined by employers. 

Lisa Tooley, head of 
school, said: “Each half-term, 
students will be given targets 
to meet which are bespoke 
to them. They will cover 
attendance, progress and 
enrichment. Students will 
meet with the Senior 
Leadership Team each half- 
term to review those targets 
and to make sure they are on 
track, producing a file of 
evidence, just like they 
would be expected to do in 
the workplace. 

“The more they achieve, 
the higher the band of 
rewards they will receive, 
such as trips and internship 
opportunities.” 


Students took part in a 
team challenge to get to 
know their new classmates 
and their surroundings, 
hunting around the building 
for answers to questions 
about the school’s sponsor - 
BMAT - key members of staff 
and procedures. 

Teams were then give a 
£100 budget and access to a 
shop of items from rulers 
and cello tape to glue and 
sticks and challenged to 
build a tower which stood 
one metre tall and could 
withstand the weight of a 
pack of jelly sweets. 


The rest of the day was 
spent sampling lessons in 
computer science, 
engineering, astronomy, 3D 
design and science. 

Engineering teacher David 
Ramsey said: “Engineering is 
one of the subjects not 
available in many schools 
because of a lack of 
resources and expertise. We 
are very lucky to have both 
and to be able to teach these 
challenging courses. There is 
a national shortage of 
engineers and so anyone 
with these qualifications will 
be able to walk into a job 


with a good level of pay and 
opportunities to travel the 
world.”

HOTEL TRANSYLVANIA 3: A MONSTER 
VACATION (U) ★★★★★ 

TOWARDS the gently effervescent conclusion of 
director Genndy Tartakovsky’s computer- 
animated sequel, a DJ attempts to break the evil 
spell that has enslaved a kraken by blasting out 
Bobby McFerrin’s upbeat anthem Don’t Worry, 
Be Happy. 

The infectious, chart-topping hit should play 
throughout Hotel Transylvania 3: A Monster 
Vacation, which doesn’t worry about character 
development or a coherent plot and is blissfully 
happy to set sail for predictable laughs in 
foreign climes. 

Humour in the second film, released in 2015, 
in which the great and the good of the monster 
world gathered at Hotel Transylvania for the 
wedding of bloodsucker Mavis (voiced by 
Selena Gomez) and her human beau Jonathan 
(Andy Samberg), was decidedly long in the 
vampire’s tooth. 

The same is true of the script for this third 
chapter, co-written by Tartakovsky and Michael 
McCullers, which introduces Dracula (Adam 
Sandler) to the perilous world of right- and left- 
swiping potential love matches. 

Dracula’s daughter Mavis (Selena Gomez) 
becomes concerned that the clan isn’t spending 
enough quality time together so she organises a 
surprise holiday for her nearest and dearest 
including her husband Jonathan, six-year-old 
son Dennis (Asher Blinkoff) and grandfather 
Vlad (Mel Brooks). 

She surprises Dracula with a voyage to the 
lost city of Atlantis via the Bermuda Triangle 
aboard the luxury cruise liner Legacy. 

“It’s a hotel... on water,” retorts her 
unimpressed father. 

His mood brightens when he meets the ship’s 
acrobatic captain, Ericka (Kathryn Hahn), who 
seems to like a pasty-skinned suitor with an 
aversion to sunlight and garlic. 

Meanwhile, Wayne the werewolf (Steve 
Buscemi) and his wife Wanda (Molly Shannon) 
drop off their pack of cubs at the on-board 
creche and relax in the company of Invisible 
Man (Spade), Frankenstein (Kevin James) and 
his wife Eunice (voiced by Fran Drescher), and 
Murray the Mummy (Keegan-Michael Key). 

En route, skeletons tumble out of one family's 
musty closet and Dracula affirms the 
importance of family unity in times of crisis. 

Hotel Transylvania 3: A Monster Vacation is 
blessed with bright, colourful visuals and 
lightweight humour that should appeal to 
younger audiences including a turbulent flight 
aboard ramshackle Gremlin Air. 

Vocal performances search in vain for big 
laughs amidst the sugary sentiment and a final 
reel reveal is telegraphed far in advance. 

It comes as no surprise that the third film 
contrives an unconventional romance for 
Dracula to bring him out of his coffin of self- 
loathing and provide some fresh blood for 
future adventures. 

Personally, I’d politely hammer a stake 
through the franchise’s heart before our 
affection for these characters festers into 
disdain.

Turbo-charged thrills 


MISSION: IMPOSSIBLE - 
FALLOUT (12A) ★★★★★ 

I n 1996, when a fresh- 
faced, 30-something Tom 
Cruise accepted his 
mission to revamp the 
classic 1960s TV series, it’s 
unlikely he envisioned that he 
would still be breaking sweat 
as gung-ho IMF agent Ethan 
Hunt more than two decades 
later. 

Life is full of surprises and 
few are as sweet or exhilarating 
as Mission: Impossible - 
Fallout. 

The sixth and arguably best 
instalment of the globe¬ 
trotting franchise welcomes 
back writer-director 
Christopher McQuarrie, Oscar- 
winning screenwriter of The 
Usual Suspects, for a 
suspenseful thriller that 
unravels tangled narrative 
threads from the 2015 film, 
Rogue Nation. 

While other blockbusters rely 
heavily on digital trickery, 
Fallout places its most 
expensive special effect, its 
leading man, in almost every 
adrenaline-pumping shot. 

Cruise performs his own 
death-defying stunts including 
riding a motorcycle without a 
helmet at high speed against 
the flow of traffic around the 
Arc de Triomphe, piloting a 


helicopter during a stomach- 
churning 360 degree 
downward spiral, and freefall 
jumping at 25,000 feet from an 
aircraft travelling at I65mph. 

McQuarrie keeps the camera 
as close as possible to Cruise 
so we can appreciate every 
straining sinewy and split- 
second decision between life 
and horrific injury, including a 
leap between buildings during 
a climatic chase high above the 
streets of London, which 
resulted in the Hollywood star 
breaking his ankle. 

The wince-inducing 
aftermath of that bone¬ 
crunching jump makes the 


final cut. 

IMF’s communications 
might self-destruct after five 
seconds but Cruise grimly and 
gallantly endures. 

Hunt receives word from his 
superiors at Impossible 
Missions Force that the 
terrorist network fronted by 
Solomon Lane (Sean Harris), 
who is behind bars, is poised 
to take delivery of stolen 
plutonium. 

The sale is being brokered by 
a black market arms dealer 
called the White Widow 
(Vanessa Kirby) and Hunt must 
infiltrate the exchange to 
prevent the payload falling into 




hands of Lane’s disciples, who 
intend to detonate portable 
nuclear devices in Rome, 
Jerusalem and Mecca. 

Fellow IMF operatives Benji 
Dunn (Simon Pegg) and Luther 
Stickell (Ving Rhames) join the 
mission, overseen by boss Alan 
Hunley (Alec Baldwin). 

However, the team’s 
movements are closely 
monitored by hulking CIA 
operative August Walker 
(Henry Cavill). 

He has been instructed by 
his boss, Erica Sloane (Angela 
Bassett), to terminate Hunt if 
the plan goes sour. 

A deadly game of cat and 
mouse is complicated when 
undercover MI6 agent lisa 
Faust (Rebecca Ferguson) 
resurfaces with her own 
agenda. 

Mission: Impossible - Fallout 
is turbo-charged by Cruise’s 
boundless energy and a script 
peppered with double-crosses 
and shadowy ulterior motives. 

“The IMF is Halloween - a 
team of grown men in rubber 
masks playing trick or treat,” 
snarls Bassett’s CIA director. 

McQuarrie’s film has plenty 
of narrative tricks up its sleeve 
and treats us to brilliantly 
choreographed action 
sequences that quicken the 
pulse. 

Summer has arrived with a 
crash, boom, bang. 
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J E ARE both cancer 
survivors,” says 
Mike Peters simply, 
as he recalls the 
moment he and his 
wife Jules discovered she had 
breast cancer. 

The BBC was filming a 
documentary with The Alarm's 
frontman about his own battle 
with leukaemia when Jules 
received the devastating news. 

"The documentary had a working 
title of Being Mike Peters and then 
Jules was diagnosed as I was by her 
side," recalls Mike. 

"She bravely decided to let the 
cameras film her experience and 
tell the woman's side of the story of 
dealing with the treatment and 
surgery and the cameras became a 
bit like a therapist in a way.” 

Jules says poignantly: "I was 
diagnosed two years ago on July 4, 
Independence Day, and I always 
say that was the moment I lost my 
independence.” 

The documentary, While We Still 
Have Time, provoked a huge 
reaction went it was shown on BBC 
Wales and it went on to be repeated 
on BBC2 and BBC1. 

Now the couple are bringing 
their story up-to-date with new 
BBC documentary The Next Step, 
to be broadcast on August 6. 

Mike says music helped him 
confront his fears and worries 
during the dark times when Jules 
was undergoing treatment. 

"I couldn't express myself the 
normal way and when Jules was 
having radiation, chemotherapy or 
surgery I would be pacing the 
corridors of the hospital thinking 
'What's happening to us?' 

"The only way I could put these 
emotions into context was to type 
everything I was feeling; just this 
mass of words into my phone. 

"Jules would be in surgery for 
eight hours and I would be 
terrified. Scared for my wife and 
kids. 

"When Jules read it all, she said 
that should be the beginning of 
your music, that's the next record." 

New album Equals is a poignant 
reflection of the tough times Mike 
and Jules have both been through. 

Mike himself recovered from 
lymph cancer in 1996 and was 
diagnosed with a rare form of 
leukaemia in 2005. After an initial 
recovery, he suffered a relapse in 
2015. 

Jules, who plays piano and sings 
backing vocals with The Alarm, 
says: "There were times I would be 
sitting by his hospital bed not 
knowing if he was 
going to make it and 
thinking 'this is it' and 
about our baby at 
home” - the couple 
have two sons Dylan 
and Evan. 

All band activity was 
put on hold as the pair 
underwent treatment 
and it is only now, with 
both in remission, that 
The Alarm are firing on 
all cylinders again. 

"The songs were built 
out of what I had 
become,” says 59-year- 
old Mike. "I learned a 
lot about myself and my 
relationship with Jules,

know how

and it's all there in the music. 

"I didn't set out to write about 
what we were going through." 

The couple met when Jules was a 
19-year-old university student and 
Mike smiles as he recalls: "She did 
not know me, or the band or the 
music we played and that was 
really refreshing. One of the first 
times she saw The Alarm play was 
when we supported U2 at Cardiff 
Arms Parkin 1987. 

"I was so nervous about having 
her backstage with me. I remember 
we were standing at the side of the 
stage watching U2 and the Edge 
was playing a long solo. 

"Bono just came over to us, put 
his arms around Jules and gave her 
a kiss on the forehead and went 
back on stage. 

"He's always remained a good 
friend and he's still the same. What 
you see is what you get." 

Bono was among the first to offer 
his support when Jules was told she 
had cancer and the couple recently 
went to see him and U2 in concert 
in LA. 

Jules admits emotions will be 
running high and there are likely to 



be a few tears when the new 
documentary is broadcast next 
month. 

"I'm starting to choke up just 
talking about it,” she admits. "It's 
been a gruelling two years. It's not 
been easy and there have been 
meltdowns. 

"I'd been exposed to cancer 
because of Mike, but it's been a 
massive learning curve for me. 

"I've always been a positive 
person, but the treatment and 
hospital visits become the norm 
and it is only now that it is no 
longer my norm. 

"I think the hardest part of the 
treatment was losing my hair. It's 
such a big part of your femininity 
and sexuality and I felt miserable. 

"I'd wake up in the morning and 
have to drag myself out of bed. I'd 
be like 'I don't feel like going to the 
recording studio today you go 
without me.' But Mike would get 
me there saying 'You're coming 
with me in the morning so sort 
yourself out!' 

She laughs: "It was the right way 
to manage me. I would be swearing 
like a trouper, but I'd get there." 

Formed in 1981 in the Welsh 
seaside resort of Rhyl, the 
original band of The Alarm 
featured Mike, Dave Sharp, 
Eddie MacDonald and Nigel 
Twist. 

The band went on to sell six 



million albums while clocking up 
17 top 50 singles in the UK 
including tracks like Sixty Eight 
Guns, The Stand and Where Were 
You Hiding When The Storm 
Broke?. 

After an emotional swansong at 
London's Brixton Academy in 1991, 
the original members went their 
separate ways, with Mike launching 
a solo career and joining forces 
with Billy Duffy in a short-lived 
band called Coloursound. 

The lingering allure of his old 
group, however, proved hard to 
resist and Mike entered a new 
millennium back at the helm of The 
Alarm, who will be touring the UK 
this autumn and there are already 
plans to release another new album 
before the end of the year. 

Mike says: "The turbulence of the 
last few years has shaken The 
Alarm's world to its core but we 
have survived the challenges and 
are now ready for the next steps, 
which is performing the music live 
with our fans adding to the 
experience. 

"Myself and the band are primed 
and ready to give everything we 
have to make this year a life-affirm¬ 
ing experience for all our fans." 

Jules points out: "Mike is eight 
years older than me and I've always 
looked at him for guidance. 

"There was no room in his psyche 
for moaning or whining about his 
cancer. 

"I lived with the scary situation 
with Mike for a long time and I 
think we both now have a extra zest 
for life. Many people know how 
precious life is ... but we really do."

form a dough. 

3. Preheat oven to 
200C/Fan 180C/Gas 6. 
Line a baking tray with 
baking paper. Weigh 
your dough and divide 
by 15 - this is how 
much each ball should 
weigh. Then flatten 
them slighdy into thin 
discs using the palm of 
your hand. 

4. Add a generous 
teaspoon of the cream 
cheese filling to the 
centre of each disc and 
wrap the dough around 
the filling to seal. Pinch 
the top and roll it back 
into a ball, making sure 
no filling leaks out. Pop 
the balls on to the tray 
and flatten slightly.

L IAM Charles does "cool 
things now" The 20-year- 
old, who despite not 
winning last year's Great 
British Bake Off was the 
stand-out contestant of the 
series, gave hosts Noel Fielding 
and Sandi Toksvig serious 
screen-time competition, and 
had that certain 'we love you' 
factor Mel and Sue used to rake 
in. 

A year on and the Hackney- 
born drama student has landed 
his own telly gig, co-hosting Bake 
Off: The Professionals, and has 
written his debut baking book, 
Cheeky Treats ("It's just crazy!") 

- plus, he's still set to graduate 
from university in December. 

The book packs in decadent 
cookies, colossal layer cakes 
(more of which later) and 
savoury bites too, like his pattie 
quiche and curried goat pie. 
"Shout out to Nan," says 20-year- 
old Liam, "because she inspires 
my savoury bakes. Being from a 
Caribbean background, [eating] 
curried goat, jerk chicken, ackee 
and salt fish, I try to combine the 
two - my modern 'hipster' side 
[he says this wryly, with air 
quotes] and then my foundation 
of being Caribbean." 

Frustratingly, there aren't 
many high-profile Caribbean 
bakers out there, but he's hoping 
to change that: "That's the plan." 

Liam's fascination with baking, 
fuelled by food shows on TV, 
kicked in four years ago, when he 
was 16 and began to think, "I can 
do this myself" when faced with 
Sainsbury's ready-made 
cheesecakes and microwaveable 
apple crumbles. 

He'd sketch out bakes on a 
whiteboard in his kitchen - and 
still does, Cheeky Treats is 
scrawled with his analytical 
doodles - drawing cross-sections 
of cupcakes ("So I could 
understand how it all worked"), 
and bring his cakes into school 
on Mondays. A teacher asked if

he wanted to do a bake sale and 
he "went all out, it was absolutely 
mad.... We sold out in stupid 
time," he recalls. 

You'd have wanted to be in his 
year at school too. Nicknamed 
'Cake Boy] for sixth form prom 
he baked every person in his year 
a customised cupcake with 
biscuit initials. But what is it like, 
being 16, and a lad, baking? "It's 
all right!" Liam says with a grin. 
"But obviously, some people 
don't really understand it. It's 
[usually] either football, music or 
girls. I had an element of all 
those things, but baking 
definitely was the main one for 
me." 

Refreshingly, he's frank about 
the fact that baking from scratch 


isn't cheap - often, a microwave¬ 
able apple crumble actually 
makes more financial sense. "I've 
always looked after my money 
well," he says, explaining how he 
saves money from birthdays and 
Christmas so he has a pool to 
buy ingredients with. "When 
student loan comes in, yeah, it's 
the best thing ever. Some people 
are prone to get drunk - what¬ 
ever, by all means - but I'm like, 
'Yes! I can buy ingredients, I 
could buy that new food 
processor I want!"' 

It's a balancing act, he says: 
"Because obviously you don't 
want to skimp on quality of 
ingredients, but you also want it 
to be feasible." His advice is, if 
you're new to baking, to start off 



small, no matter how badly you 
want to "go to Lakeland and just 
buy everything!" 

lust buy what you need, "then 
build up, build up, build up" 

As we begin gearing up for the 
next series of Bake Off (set to air 
at the end of summer), Liam says 
he feels he's almost recovered 
from his experience in the tent. 
"Getting there, 80%," he reasons 
with a grin. "I had post-traumatic 
bread disorder - ha ha - bread is 
obviously not my strongest 
point." 

Bread disasters aside, Liam is 
already being touted as some¬ 
thing of a national treasure. "Oh 
my good giddy aunt," he 
responds, laughing and 
collapsing in his chair. "That's a 
massive accolade, isn't it? A year 
ago, before I was on Bake Off, I 
was making meringues just in 
my kitchen and stressing over 
biscuits. 

"Then to be called a national 
treasure is like, it's actually 
crazy," he buzzes, shaking his 
head. "Thank you?! Ha, that's all I 
can say."

I BEGAN this week's missive 
randomly staring at wine labels 
and thinking, 'oooh they're pretty', 
I'll talk about labels this week. 
Then I've realised (as I've gone 
along) that other themes have 
taken over. I'm like a novel; just 
when you think you're safe with 
the storyline, a couple of sub-plots 
put you off-kilter. 

Wine labels have to be clever 
things. Just think of a shop and 
the rows upon rows of wine; 
each one of them shouting at 
us ''over here!" - no - "over 
here”!! 

It's a competitive space, a 
wine shelf. We've all bought a 
wine because of the way it 
looks and marketing plays a 
huge, huge part in wine sales. 

Then there's that #doh 
moment when the wine 
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tastes horrid and you wish you 
hadn't bothered. 

Can you avoid that? No, not 
really, often you have to take your 
chances. If you enjoy discovering 
new wines, then keep ahead 
reading wine reviews, Googling in 
wine aisles; or remembering 
recommendations from pals. 

The wine Wildflower Plnot 
Grigio (£6.50, Spar, 12% abv) 
was the first that drew my eye 
this week, with a green thistle¬ 
like flower gracing the label. The 
wine is a pale lemon colour and 


aromas include a dash of 
grapefruit, lemon and a whisper of 
honeysuckle. On the palate it is 
slightly creamy and the citrus 
notes reveal themselves again. 

The wine is created by Romanian 
producer Cramele Recas which is 
the country's biggest exporter of 
wine. I've also tried its Noneus 
(£5.99, Aldi 12% abv) which is a 
blend of shiraz and native 
Romanian grape feteasca 
neagra. The blend with shiraz 
creates a wine with a smoky, 
spicy nose, dappled with 
damsons and black fruit, and 
to taste there's a good dash 
of pepper and fruit, together 
with integrated tannins. 

That Aldi link takes me to 
my first sub-plot and Leaf 
Plucker Sauvignon Blanc 
2018 (£6.99, Aldi, 13% abv) 



and I just love the wine label. The 
wine is so-called because a herd of 
sheep escaped into the vineyard 
and instead of damaging the vines 
and grapes, the sheep plucked off 
the leaves, saving the vineyard 
workers the job. The label shows 
these cheeky little sheep; but what 
about the South African wine 
itself? It is zesty with lemon and 
lime with hints of tropical fruit. 

The flavours tingle in the mouth 
and a small amount of oak aging 
and lees stirring has added 
texture and bite. 

Sauvignon blanc is the link 
to another sub-plot and this 
time I'm looking at a label 
with a distinct Thirties 
theme. The grapes for La 
Belle Angele Sauvignon 
Blanc (£8.99 or £7.49 in a 
buy-six deal in Majestic, 11.5 



% abv) are grown on limestone 
and the wine is aged on its lees for 
about a month. It has notes of 
gooseberry and tropical fruit. I 
prefer its sister wine, La Belle 
Angele Rose 2017 (the same 
price, 12.5% abv) which has 
summertime notes of raspberries 
and strawberries and cream. 

Pour in a glass and it is very 
garden-friendly. Marie-Angelique 
Satre was a beauty at the turn 
of the century, and impressionist 
artist Paul Gauguin painted 
her portrait and called it La 
Belle Angele. Hence the label 
theme.

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INGREDIENTS: (Serves 16 24) 

For the sponge: 750g unsalted 
butter, softened; 600g golden caster 
sugar; 150g light muscovado sugar; 12 
large eggs; 750g self-raising flour; 

Itsp baking powder; 180ml whole milk; 
tetsp vanilla extract 
For the crumble: 225g plain flour; 
135g soft brown sugar; Itsp fine sea 
salt; 150g unsalted butter, cubed 
For the cinnamon buttercream: 
900g unsalted butter; 1.95kg icing 
sugar; 2tsp ground cinnamon; 180ml 
whole milk; Msp vanilla extract 
For the filling and topping: 

350ml salted caramel; apple compote; 
plus 4 x 25cm cake tins 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat oven to 180C/Gas 4. 
Grease and line the cake tins. 

2. Cream your butter and both 
sugars together in a large bowl 
with a mixer until light and 
fluffy. Crack the eggs in one at a 
time, mixing after each 
addition. If the mixture begins 
to curdle, just pop in a couple 
of tablespoons of the flour. 

Turn the speed very low and 
add your flour and baking 
powder. Finally, add the milk 
and vanilla and give it one 
more blast. Divide your mixture 
evenly between the cake tins 
and bake for 25-30 minutes, or

until a skewer comes out 
clean. Remove and allow to 
cool for 10-15 minutes before 
turning out on to a wire rack. 

3. Line a baking tray with 
baking paper. Tip your flour, 
sugar and salt into a large bowl 
and mix. Rub butter into the 
flour. Tip the crumble onto the 
baking tray and bake for 25-30 
minutes. Remove and leave to 
cool. Smash it and tip into an 
airtight container. 

4. Measure your butter into a 
large bowl and beat until light 
and pale. Sift your icing sugar 
and cinnamon into a separate 
bowl, then add it to the butter 
in three stages, beating after 
each addition. Add your milk 
and vanilla and mix again. 

5. Trim the top off all the cakes 
so they are level. Spread a small 
amount of buttercream on a 
board that is slightly bigger 


than your sponges and place 
your first layer of sponge on 
top. Place half the buttercream 
in a piping bag, snip the end 
and pipe a circle around the 
edge of the first layer of sponge, 
leaving a 10cm circle in the 
middle. Fill that circle with 
apple compote and sprinkle 
with crumble. Spoon the 
caramel into a piping bag and 
cut the tip off, then squiggle the 
salted caramel on top. 

6. Repeat until all the sponges 
are stacked. Last sponge should 
be placed upside down on top. 

7. Coat the outside of the cake 
with a thin layer of the butter¬ 
cream. Place in the fridge for at 
least an hour to set. 

8. Take from fridge and add 
another layer of buttercream 
around the sides and top. 


INGREDIENTS: 

(Makes about 30) 

For the chickpea crumb: 

1x400g tin chickpeas, drained; 
Itsp rapeseed oil; Itsp smoked 
paprika; Itsp ground cumin; Itsp 
ground turmeric; Itsp dried 
mixed herbs 
For the scone: 

720g plain flour, plus extra for 
dusting; 3tbsp baking powder;

Tip on to a 
baking tray and bake for 16 
minutes. Rotate the tray 
and bake for a further 16 
minutes. Leave on one side 
to cool. Drop the 
temperature to 170C/Gas 3 
and line a baking tray with

baking paper. 

3. For the scones, sift your 
flour, baking powder and 
salt into a large bowl. Add 
your butter and, using your 
fingertips, rub the butter 
into the flour until there 
are no clumps left. Stir in 
the fresh herbs and mix 
until evenly distributed. 
Finally, add the feta and 
sun-dried tomatoes and 
stir again. 

4. Crack three of the eggs 
into a jug with the milk and 
beat lightly. Pour this into 
the bowl, stirring as you go. 
Bring the mixture together 
to form a rough dough. 

5. Dust your worktop and 
rolling pin with flour then 
roll your dough into a 25 x 
25cm square about 3-4cm 


thick. Dip a 6cm cutter into 
flour then cut out about 18 
scones. You want to use 
one swift motion when 
cutting, they say it helps 
the scones to rise. Re-roll 
the offcuts of dough and 
cut out more scones until 
you have a dozen. Place 
them on the baking tray. 

6. Beat the remaining egg 
and, using a pastry brush, 
slather the top of your 
scones with the egg wash. 

7. Blitz the cooled chick¬ 
peas in a food-processor to 
a fine crumb and sprinkle 
this over the scones. Bake 
for 20-25 minutes until well 
risen. The base should be a 
deep, golden brown and 
they should sound hollow 
when tapped.

Watching the sunset is a big thing 
in Ibiza, and something every visitor 
should make an occasion of, at least 
once during their stay. There are 
plenty of places to take in the views, 
perhaps the most popular is Cafe 
Mambo. The bar sits in the centre of 
the aptly named 'sunset strip' in San 
Antonio, and is the hub of Radio 1 
when the station hits the island each 
summer. 

Ibiza's relationship with electronic/ 
dance music goes back decades. This 
summer alone the likes of Armin van 
Buuren, Roger Sanchez, MK, Eric 
Prydz, Rudimental and Hot Since 82, 
will grace the island's biggest parties 
including Cream, Together and A 
Labyrinth Story. 

I was holidaying with my one of 
my oldest friends, Keisha, and for a 
few days we called Estudios 
Tropicana, in San Antonio, home. 

Each apartment is self-equipped, 
so you can make tea, coffee and even 
meals there if you want to save some 
cash. 

It's a pretty standard hotel, 
with single beds, a balcony and a

bathroom, as well as a kitchen area, 
and a dining table. 

San Antonio is a popular tourist 
spot. Its harbour comes to life at 
night time, when boat lights 
majestically twinkle on the water and 
the hum of people eating, drinking 
and laughing fills the streets. 

The area is packed with local 
restaurants, which are ideal for 
casual dining and quick bites. You 
can enjoy everything from Thai to 
Italian and English cuisine. 

If you're looking for authentic 
Spanish food head to Mar a Vila - 
recommended in the Michelin Guide 
- or Sa Capella, which sits on top of a 
hill on the outskirts of San Antonio. 
Both serve delectable dishes such as 
ox steak, marinated prawns and of 
course, tapas. 

I went on my travels with an 
agency, Party Hard, a good idea for a 
first-time visitor. Its Events Package is 
particularly handy as it includes 
tickets to popular haunts such as 
Ocean Beach Club, The Zoo Project 
and the Ibiza Rocks Pool Party. 

We opted for a night at Amnesia. 
The internationally famous club was 
originally a sprawling finca (Spanish 
for house) owned by a local family. 

Over the years it has transformed 
into a mega venue, with a reputation 
that spans across the world. It has 
been named the Best Global Club 
three times, and holds a whopping 
5,000 people. 

It hosts parties most nights and on 
Tuesdays welcomes the brand 
Together where world-renowned DIs 


play back-to-back until the early 
hours of the morning. I can only liken 
it to a festival, where you get to see all 
your favourite artists perform in one 
place. That night MK, Chase and 
Status and Gorgon City took to the 
stage on our visit. I spent a solid eight 
or nine hours in electronic music 
euphoria, and by the time I left the 
club the sun had risen and the locals 
were getting ready to go to work. 

Ibiza is home 
to as many day 
parties as it is 
night clubs, so 
you'll need to 
adjust yourself 
to its pace - 
which pretty 
much follows 
Fatboy Slim's 
mantra Eat, 

Sleep, Rave, 

Repeat. 

But you don't have to stick to the 
hectic pace. If you're in need of some 
downtime you can always seek solace 
in Ibiza's Old Town. Located on the 
southeast coast of the island, you can 
take in its historic buildings, enjoy 
the old fishing area, and do a spot of 
shopping at the local markets. But 
with only one full day left, I decided 
the slower pace of life could wait 
until I got home... 

Keisha and I decided to spend it at 
Ocean Beach Club, a venue that 
came highly recommend by friends 
and colleagues. Dubbed 'the ultimate 
day experience' it's the perfect place 
to nurse a hangover, yet still make the 


most of your holiday. Located on the 
west coast of Ibiza, it's situated along 
the S'Arenal waterfront, complete 
with ocean views by day and the 
Balearic sunset by night. 

It holds events almost every day, 
and all the action is focused around 
its 600m swimming pool. You can sit 
back and relax on one of the sunbeds 
(available to book in advance), while 
sipping on 
champagne and 
cocktails, and 
dining at its al 
fresco restaurant. 

The music was 
pretty chilled out at 
the party we 
attended with lots 
of deep and funky 
house sounds. 

But after a few 
pitchers of Don 
fulio (Ocean 
Beach Club's signature cocktail), we 
were soon merrily singing along to a 
jazz rendition of Show Me Love by 
Robin S. 

My time in Ibiza had quickly come 
to an end, pretty soon it'd be time to 
go home and find out who else 'Said 
Yes' to yet another proposal. 

Although I'd initially felt like I was 
'past it' for a trip to Ibiza, the island's 
charm soon won me over. 

Admittedly, I didn't put up much of 
a fight, what's not to love about sun, 
sea and house music? So, if you fancy 
escaping the rigmarole of your 
day-to-day life, the White Isle is 
calling your name.

W hen a car maker produces a mid¬ 
sized MPV model claiming it to 
be a true seven-seater you can 
bet your bottom dollar that extra 
third row of seats at the back will 
only fit in two toddlers and not two fully- 
grown adults. 

Volkswagen has finally nailed this one with 
their latest Touran because their third-row 
seats do have enough head and leg room for 
adults to sit in reasonable comfort for a 
decent length journey. 

It’s all down to some clever German 
engineering with this new Touran which for 
starters has a longer body (up by 130mm) 
and a wider wheelbase (up by 113mm) and 
more crucially extra overall interior length 
by 63mm.

This means for passengers in the second 
row of seats there’s now an extra 40mm of 
leg room while in that third row of seats leg 
room is extended by 54mm. 

Perhaps these extra mm of length may 
seem nothing to most ordinary people’s 
thinking but in reality it actually does 
because this latest Touran offers by far and 
away the most rear seat passenger room of 
any such similar medium sized MPV. 

The proof is in the pudding as they say 
and having now driven the Touran SEL 1.4- 
litre turbo petrol with a full compliment of 
six adult a passengers onboard on a four 
hour, two-way journey it works because 
none of them complained about the lack of 
leg or head room. 

It clearly and obviously did help on the 
test car that their was the optional 
panoramic sunroof (an extra £1,160) which 
naturally gives a more interior airy feel to 
those passengers and avoids any feeling of 
claustrophobia, particularly in those second 
or third rows. 

The other age old problem of comparative 
small seven-seaters is the question of getting 
in and out of that third row of seats and 
credit to the VW backroom team they’ve 
kept it simple (and it works) by making the 
second row of seats with an easy to slide 
forwards and backwards movements for 
access. Nothing complicated here just so 


simple. 

Another simple asset is that all five 
passenger seats fold down completely flat 
giving extra space for transporting any 
particular long loads with ease and again 
making the seats go flat involves one, swift 
movement. 

Apart all this the Touran is now 64kg 
lighter while visually it’s not changed too 
much with just some cosmetic smartening 
up, notably at the front around the 
headlights and grille, so it remains in terms 
of looks much like it did when the model 
first came here some 12 tears ago. 

It’s the old adage of why change a winning 
formula? 

There’s a wide choice of either petrol or 
diesel engines - the test car was SEL 
trimmed with a 1.4-litre 148bhp turbo petrol 
engine on board coming in at £26,955 - with 
the range starting at £22,745 for the 1.2-litre 
108bhp petrol engine model. 

The all independent suspension is as 
before with struts at the front and multi¬ 
links at the rear and the test car provided a 
comfortable, supple ride in typical VW 
fashion with good road grip and traction. 

The 1.4-litre engine is quiet and responsive 
when needed - there’s a standard crisp 
feeling six-speed manual gearbox - and fears 
that fully loaded with seven adults on board 
it would be under powered didn’t happen. 


Here it was particularly impressive with 
everyone complimenting (not on my 
driving!) but with the overall ride (the SEL 
sits on 17-inch alloy wheels) and the 
comfortable seats and, interestingly, fuel 
consumption improved from an average of 
41mpg to 46.4mpg fully loaded. The official 
combined figure for the car is 49.6mpg. 

In the cabin the layout and style of the 
Touran is typically VW with sensibly 
positioned controls/instruments for the 
driver with the front two seats having a 
slightly higher position than the normal VW 
hatchback. 

Elsewhere the finish is of good quality, 
there’s plenty of storage spaces for family 
travelling oddments (VW say 47 at the last 
count), good infotainment system with the 
usual today expected amenities like sat nav 
and the like while boot space is good at 917 
litres, rising up to 1,857 litres with the two 
rows of rear seats folded down. 

Naturally for the better equipped SEL 
versions there are several extras added as 
standard such as Car-Net App-Connect, 
zonal climate control and the usual list of 
safety features onboard. 

While this latest Touran may be a bit 
dearer than most of its crossover rivals it has 
far more quality about it, such as a versatile 
cabin and more passenger space in those 
rear seats too.

A 
defensive error from Rodgers 
allowed Murphy to drive forward, 


he passed the ball across to Fen¬ 
wick who - with an open-goal - 
tapped home. 

Five minutes later, Murphy 
changed from provider to 
goalscorer as he rounded Hughes 
before sliding the ball across the 
line from a tight angle. 


Early in the second half Charlie 
Edwards created a promising 
chance for the hosts, but his left- 
foot shot lacked power. 

Jai Reason came close to adding 
a third for City, but his curling 
effort went agonisingly wide of a 
post.

“I’ve been in really good form 
this season - it just didn’t work 
out for me, it was tough in lane 
one. I had to work a little bit 
hard in the first 200m than I 
would normally have to and 
sometimes that pays in the last 
100m. But there are no excuses. 

“I was hoping to get selection 


for the Europeans but that slot 
has gone after this. 

“I’m getting married in 
September so that’s something 
good to look forward to and my 
main priority now. Running is 
secondary to that. 

“I’ve got no thoughts of 
hanging my spikes up yet, 
though.”
